As for the firſt Diſpute on the acch of the 11th moneth (68) it 
was managed with more calmneſs and moderation on S. S. his 
Part than the latter, excepting that many times be would interrupt 
when an anſwer was a giving, and at the latter end he broke off to 
be gone, in ſuch an abrupt manner, that as be occaſioned ſome 
diſorder, N falſe inſinuat ions againſt us, implying, as if 
we did not own the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt for Juſtification, &c. 
without ſtaying to receive anſwer thereto, which tended to ſtir 
up the — Ao againſt us: Howbeit, the Controverſie having 


been managed before with ſome moderation, this S, & (as no 
doubt, being then under ſome coovitien) was forc'd to conſeſi 
to ſeveral truths which G. W. urged : As firſt, (after be bad af- 
ſerted the Scriptures to be the only Rule of Life) be confeſſed, that 
the Light within 24s 4 ſpiritual Light, and the Light of the Spirit of 
God, that every ene i exlightened with.

gerruptions and diſorderly proceedings, not at alilike. a man either

moderately to ſearch into matters. To his earneſt urging to a ſe- 
cond Di to de on the 25th or zoth of March, G. W. could 
not then lay aſide bis occaſions to attend upon him at that time, but 
rather endeavonred to perſwade this his (more forward and conti- 
+ dent, then prudent) Antagoniſt to weigh the buſineſs a little lon- 

fer, that he might forbear preſſing ſuch a thing, until the Lord 
ould order his —ͤ— from Londen into this Country; George 
propoſing theſe things following to his conſideration, in the mean 
time a little ro quiet him, as in his Letter to S. S. in theſe words, 
(via.) Seeing that thou doſt appear as one fo willing and forward 
in this caſe to gratifie the peoples defires, I judge it meet that 
thou take the matter into more ſerious . beſore 
there be a poſitive concluſion between us of the time and place 
© for ſuch a meeting ; as firſt, to mind, that Sectaries (among whom 
*thou and I, with our Friends are numbred) have their preſenc 
Liberty and Meetings rather by connivance, then by Law or 
© Tolleration granted by the preſent Powers ſo that if occaſion of 
provocation ſhould be taken at ſuch Meeting or Meetings, wemuſt 
*confidet aforebsnd what in probability may be the iſſue. Second- 
y, T have not obſerved thoſe Leaders of the People of thy per- 
*\wafion to be ſo forward or ready to ſuffer impriſonment and exile 
in Stormy Times, as many of us, or our Friends bave done, that 
© now you ſhould ſeem to be ſo forward ro make a flouriſh, and perk 
ep ſo high in a time of Calm, unleſs you were reſoſved to ſtand a 
Storm with us; however, in theſe matters would be- 
come all; c. howbeir, G. W. did ſigniſie, that he was not un- 
willing, in the Lord's Will and time, both to anſwer the will and 
defires of moderate people in the caſe, as alſo to ſtand up ſpe Cod 
and bis Truth, as required by him, or neceſſitated upon fuch oc- 
cafions being put upon bim, (withal urging, thar S. S. would en- 
ge there ſhould be no Tumult nor Diſturbance made againſt us} 
ut when S. S. ſaw that G. W. could not meet him ſo ſoon as he 
defired, he ſeemed to be the more urgent ſor a ſecond Diſpure, 
and ſo writ again for that end, probably thinking, eicher that that 
might excuſe him to his Heaters, if George ſhould not meet him; 
or elfe, if he ſhould, that he might amend" his matter, and falve 
up the fore wherein he was deſective before; [ though be has 
more marred his work, and ſtained bis ex edit at the laſt diſpute,

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inthe eyes of all moderate people, then ever before; for his con». 
fefling to, ſeveral Truths at, che former Diſpute, though to the 
breaking. the neck of his and his Brethrens corrupt Cauſe, was 
better reſented by all indifferent Auditors, then bis inſolently op- 
poſing and gainſaying the Truth in a moſt irregulat manner at 
lyſt Diſpute, as one reſolved both to ſtop bis ears, and ſhut his. 
eyes againſt plain demonſtration and conviction, as alſo to El. der 
the People from bearing the Truth, by bis frequent interruptions, 
when anſwets ſhould have been given; being, with his Alan 
Nathaniel Barnard, reſolved to bawl and make 8 noiſe when any. 
thing of Truth was like to pinch them, or inform the people 
againſt their Errors and Cotruptiom - k 

But norwichſtanding allthis C. Scandrer's preſſing for this ſe- 
cond Diſpute , When be was: ſens to by Jobs: Child: and Joſeph. 
Switch, upon G. W. bis order, to inform him of George's bein 
in the Country, as alſo of bis willingnef to meet him for a Di- 
ſpute ; alle, George wris ſeveral times to him upon his ſeeming to 
evade diſputing, becauſe that George at firſt cook; not notice of his 
Propoſitions; | be having pr that it was in love to Chriſt, 
in love to Truth it ſelf, and in goed will to Souls that he would 
dipute again; though be would have ſhuffled it off when it came 
te trial] whereppon be vſed theſe words in his Letter to Gemges 
(vis. ) He wowld: comm ever. he threfivid.ug: Diſcenrſe with ſuch. 4 
on I do fill lia upon you go deny 10 diſpuge) ith mi thus. he hoth, 
lighted bim, and utteted fallbood,, for George did not depy to di- 
ſpute, though be could not joyn with him in prayer, WAS. 
one of his main Propoſitions, in theſs words, 1 foal fd arge. that 
we beg is 1th ſolews Frcer herein none of us could 5 him, 
judging it 4 very unreaſonable thing in himfta ippgls-apy, fach.

Now when S8. & ſawzliat this Propoſition could, not; be affents, 
ed to, he flood peremtorily upon other two, which were in theſe 
words, ( viz.) That you ſpeedily andexpreſly. conſent, under your *

Test what Brieftionbr ache a, pier the paint in 14. be pu 
ad) offirming of 888 t exprefly, if it be Re ſuc h an an. 
ſwer) Cr. to wbi W. returned this anſwer ; {viz.) as for 
thy two demands which thou att ſo peremtory in; to the firſt 
1% Thou art left to thy liberty to ceaſe diſputing when five or 
©fix hours ate but, provided hob doſt not break of abruptly, to a 
{ diſtutb#nee, as before. To the ſecond, 1 do intend, according to 
my underſtanding, td be as poſitive and intelligent in my anſwers 
"ro queſtions pertinent, as I can, and in my anſwers to ſigniſie an 
* aMicryation or detil, if the queſtion be capable of ſuch an anſwer: 
upon which the time and place for the meeting (which was on the 
e& day ofthe fifth! Motieth 1669.) was preſixt in the ſame An- 
ber by G. W. which B. S. could not wel eesde. 
As for the manner of chis F. Scandret, and thoſe his Brethren 
chat aſtiſted bim, their behaviout and mannagement of the ſecond 
Diſpate,- on theif patrs, it was quite contrary to what he proffer- 
ed and pretended it his Letters before ; fot he had pretended to 
meet and diſpatc in an sable and friendly manner ;, ts allo, that 
% liberty ſhould be granted to tach party to explain their ſence ; but 
inſtead thereof, rhete were frequent noiſes, interruptions on h 
and their parts, when things ſhould have been explained on our 
parti z 4v- fit, when our Friend Famer Parks was exborting the 
peopit.ro ( hriſtian moderation td ſobriety, which was before 
ehis 8. 8. was cotne imo the Meeting to diſpute, Nathaniel Be- 
ward(Prieft)being a proud vapouring Fellow, ſtood up in a frothy 
ſcornſull ſpirit, and interrupted ame, in bis ſpeaking, making 4 
bawling noiſe, ro ſtop chic peoples ears from hearing che Trutl 
declared ; and aſter ſome little 28 wat made in the Diſpute 
wach 8. S. his manner ſo was, £6 make a noiſe anda bawling free» 
quently interrupting G. W. when be thould have explained his 
anſwers, and ſerice, frequently uling theſe words to George (viz. 
atriſie, a trifle, a trifle 4 you ramble, you ramble,you ram le, c&c. wh 
he was ricicher able to make replication, nor render « reaſ0nagain! | 
what George bad urged in bis anſwers 5 4nd it was uſual with this. 
S. S. when he coutd not reply, to keep a noiſe in that mager; aſſo 
uſing theſe words, if you dare, if on dart j as when be afficmed 
ide Scriptures ro be rhe only Rule of Life, and the full Rule t 5 us to 
cavern 
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Heaven and Glory, be would add, air the ſame of the Light within if 
you dure; and would be daring often to ſtop the Peoples cars, and 
to ſtop an anſwer from being given, and this was bis manner often 
tiches 3 and when we both durſt, and poſitively did affirm the ſame 
of tbe Light of Chriſt within, that it is a ſufficient Rule, &c. he 
would continue bis bawling, ſeveral times, and either ſay, you dart 
mer, you dare not, or if you dare; and being willing to.paſs over the 
queſtions about the only Rule, and the Light that is in every 
he run co his fifch queſtion about Baptiſm with water whether is be an 
Ordinance of C brift ? but G. W. preſſed and deſired that thequeſtion 
about the Light might be more fully diſcuſt, which S. S. r 
George deſired to know firſt, in what capacity be ſtood for Water 
Baptiſm ; whether asa Popiſh Prieſt, or an Epiſcopal Prieſt, or as a 
Nor- conformiſt Presbyterian Prieſt, or a Baptiſt? ſeeing char all theſe 
pretended Water Baptiſm, but differed greatly about it; ſome being 
for ſprinkling Infants, others for plunging Believers z therefore we 
urged to know whether he own'd Infancs or Believers to be the ſubs 
"es of this Baptiſm z but neither would he or his Brethren pitch 
upon, nor give an anſwer, though George, many time proffered 
to diſpute either of them, which he would pitch upon, but 8. S. 
durſt not ſtand to either, as a man afraid either to maintain or 
contradift his own practice, (viz.) Wurd Infants; and inſtead 
of being ingenious in this matter, he made a bawling noiſe, crying 
out, its with water, water, water; and calling out againſt us, e 
Rebels, Rebels, Rebels, go baptize you Rebels, for many times 
ther, appearing then rather like one of Jadlam, then either a Mini- 
ſer, or a ſober man; and thus he manifeſted his deceit and hypocri- 
fie, and breach of promiſe in railing and reviling us t And now, 
where was bis amity, and friendlineſs, and th: equal liberty be propos» 
ſed in his Letter to G. W. dated from Haveril, Felr. 12. (68 
But it was obſerved bow well theſe Prieſts were furniſbed wi 
ſtrong Liquor, when they were at the diſpute, which they often 
"made uſe of to keep up their ſpirits for their work z as when S. S. 
had ſpent himſelf a while, that he muſt be fain to go to the Bottle, 
then that prond ſcornfull Fellow Nathaniel Barnard be would 
Nand up, and make a bawling, till he muſt be fain co get to the 


a 


Bottiealſo; and thus they were fainto relieve one another; this 
S. & and N. B. being as the mouthes of the reſt, but chiefly S. S. 
who 
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who making ſuch a bidious noiſe and bawling, and ſo often crying 
out water, water, 45S alſo ufing theſe — the Rebels, you Rebels, 
Lo baptiſe yow Rebels (and chat Prieſt Bernard bawling bis ſtory over 
and over,) (not like ſober or ingenious men, but more like men in- 
fatuated) but Hexry Havers, and the other three, they behaved them- 
ſelves more ſoberly then either S. S. or N. B. though they took 
their part, and all brought ſhame and diſgrace upon themſelves 
by ſuffering ſuch a ſha[low bragging and vapouring man as S. S. 
- (wbo ſhewed himſelf in bis Ribbonds like a Fiddler) to be their 
mouth, and to mannage their cauſe, as if he wete their Chieſtain, 
and over them all. 

Again, When he ſtated a Queſtion, or read an Argument (for be 
had his Arguments patch'd up aforehand in papers) which was 
not capable of 2 direct anſwer, by affirming or denying preſent- 
ly, be would not admit of an explanation of it, but would: cry, 
firm or deny ; and if at any time, in the firſt place, any thing 
was affirmed or denied, he would not ſuffer us further to render 
a reaſon, but make a noiſe to ſlop the Truth ; and when any of us 
granted to a queſtion, according to Truth, be would turn ap his 
eyes and thank God, as if he had wrought ſome great conviction 

us; whereas, what we either affirmed or granted, we did 
not learn of him, but ſpoke the naked truth, as we bad it of 
the Lord before; as for inſtance, after this 8. S. bad affirmed the 
Seriprures, which are the 8 to be our only Rule of Life, which 
being denied by us, that the Writings abſlractivly can be the only 
Rule, hegauſe the Spirit of Truth is faid to guide into all Truth; 
hereupon he confeſt that it was not the Scriptures abſtradively that 
he meant to be the only Rule, but the Will of God contained, or decla- 
red of in the Scriptwres 3 where, though he manifeſtly contradifted 
himſelf, yet, when we granted, that the Will of God declared of 
in the Scriptures is the Rule, which Will is, that we ſhould folfow 
the Light within; hereupon this S. S would agtin turn up the 
white of his eyes, and thank God that we granted to this Truth, 
though it was ſo apparently contradictory to bis error, who went 
about to fer up the Scrip:ares as the only Rule, and to cauſe peo- 
ple to turn their Backs upon the Ligbt within, telling them, Fw 
muſt follow the Scriptures, for they will lead yonge Heaven and Hap 
pineſs, but you muſt turs your bac h pen the Light within as not aſſt 

cis; 
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riewt z and yet at another time, again was neceſſirated to confefs, 
That it is by the ſpiritnal enlig benin . underft andiny that rhe 
Seriptares art waderſteed , ſo that here the ſpiritual Light in the un- 
ne Rule to know the Seriptures, fo by bis own 
confeſſion they could not be the only Rule, but the Spirit or Lighe 
that gave them forth, and gives the anderitanding of them, bath 
the preferment and prebeminence of them, 

Beſides, what great Hypoc riſie and Diſſimulation for theſe Preſ- 
bterian Prieſts thus to pretend the Scripewres to be the ſole, abſelwre, 
or uni verſal Rule, when they do not really fo own them; neither 
are they their Rule, while they put their meaningss, falſe interpre- 
tations and gloſſes upon them, many times contrary to the very in- 
tent of Scripeure, when it goes politively againſt their Principle, 
whereby they will either make themſelves the Rule over the Scrip- 
tures, of elle tell us that it hath another meaning or ſignification 
in the original, and ſo dare not ſtick to plain Scripture as their 
Rule hen they are brought to trial, and this is their courſe from 
time to time to keep people in blindneſs and ignorance, ben the 
ſet up the Writing above the Spirit or Light written of, and 
people, that immediate Teachings and immediate Revelation are 
ceaſed in theſe dayes; and whither muſt people go then to grourd 
their ſaĩth? muſt theꝝ pin it upom their ſleeves ? muſt, they turn 
their backs on che Light of Chriſt within, to be captivated with the 
Popes and Frie ſts darkneſ@,with thait dark and implic ite fuickd and i 
be kept ever lcarning, that they may bo always paying and maintain 
ing a Company of Hypocxites, who were wont to cry againſt the 
Aer, for erteping into houſes, whilſt they had Crowned to 
uphold. chem, and whiſſt they counted him cr dige of their Eyes, 
aud breathof their Noſtrils: but now theſe Preſbyterian and Indepen- 
dave. Pricfts, are fam to creep up and down themieives into houfes, 

it is evident they are no better then Hind: and dead men, 

ſince the light of their Eyes and breath of their Noſtrils' is ex- 
tinguiſhed: bowbeiz, they have gotten & cunning way to drive 
trade now more biddenly then when they were Pariſh Prieſts, ha» 
ving at their Meetings large Colritions, at ſome places a g Baſow 
et Flattgr held at the deve, and at ſome other places their Agents to 
go from bauſe n hguſe to proc ure ar beg money for them; and 
chas many. af them (it is ſuppoſed, and credibly reported) drive a 
. | greater

— — many of the Paciſh Prieſts; and in forhe places, 
of cheir Company have made a cunning bargain with the 
Epiſcopal Pariſh Prieſts , 8s allowing them pare of the Fleece 
(or money) that they take from off cheir Flock, whereupon the 
3 Prieſt is contented to let them drive 2 trade under his

2 — you who are — —xͤ— 
4 cunaing creeping Prieſts, you ſhould do to try them 2 
little, be not too free of your purſes to them, leſt afterward you 
repent of it, for we do not believe that many of them are fo con- 
ſciencious as to ſcruple conforming to the Common-Prayer, if 
they had but a dead trade among you, or were put trial (for 
now yon have fed them ſo full and far, that they ſuch a ve» 
pour and bluſtering — us who have been the Sufferers, and 
whom they know in ſtormy times have endured the ſtorms, and 
born che heat, and the blows very much from them, when they 
have $ulke and crept into holes and corners, and very.few of them 
durſt ſhew their heads in any — — Chriſt ; but 
ha ve been ready to run away out at back , or over the houſes, 
rather then be taken priſoners, though now they can in their Meet. 
ings, Houſes and Barns moſt nnwortbily and unjuſtiy rail again, 
and revileus, called Quakers, and grofly pervect and miſrepreſent 
our Principles, vilifying and reproaching the Truth chat we pro» 
feſs concerning the Light of Chriſt that is in every man, and the 
ſufficiency of it; but it is ſet over all their beads, and the Truth 
hath confounded and ſhattered them, for they were commonly 
wont to tell people it was but agel light, tbe lagbe of 4 necural 
Conſcience, 4 createdlight , but no this their rt ($.8. 
bath confcſt, that it  « ſpiritual Loght, yea, a Light of the Fgirie 
of Godrhat us in every mas, fo what be hath aſſerted to the cuntra- 
ry in his declaring it wſeficient, and bidding people ora their backs 
»pon it, is all againſt the Spirit of God, and the Light of it, where» 
in his Folly and confutation is. fo fignally daſcovened, that be, and 
the reſt _ owned him, have —— —— nor yet 
to urge for any more. meetings with any of ne, nor we o re- 
gard Chem, except that we ſhould order ſome of our women Friends 
ro diſpute with them, for many of them are ble bo confucs theſe 
ſuatter d Prieſts, whom D the day N 
2 ark, 
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dark, and the Lord is delivering many out of their mouthes, and 
that is their corment, eſpecially, when they are like to loſe any of 
their BenefaRors, then they are ready to call for diſputes with us, 
and to make a buſſle and ſtir, by which they ſtill loſe and are diſap- 
pointed of their ends; for at the laſt Diſpute when they would not 
- ſuffer us to explain our ſelves, or give an anſwer ; ſome of the 
people ſaid, Ve ſhall like the Quałers never the worſe, if you will net 
give them leave to ſpeak; and indeed, many were then convinced ſo 
far as to ſee the folly and madneſs of this S. S. and bis Aſſiſtant 
Prieft Bernard, who was there proved a manifeſt Lyar, in inter- 
rupting G. W. contrary to his plain promiſe. 

The Queſtions which we p ed to be diſputed on before 
the firſt Diſpute were three; as firſt, Nbether every man be enlight- 
ned with a ſpiritual ſaving Light ? which we afficmed. 

Secondly, Whether Perſeftion be attainable in thu life ? which we 
affic med, 

Thirdly, bet her impure perſons (while ſuch) be jaſtiſied by the 
7 Chriſt's 22 which we denied. ped by 

dis laſt Queſtion S. S. altered, and ſtated it thus, Whether Ju- 

ſiification be by the works of the Law, or by the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt 
tbrongh Faith? which Queſtion could not in theſe general terms 
ſo reach the comroverſie between us, as the Queſtion we propo- 
ſed,” theſe Prieſts holding, That men are imputatively righteous, and 
juſtified w ben aftwally Sinners; and we holding the contrary, That 
men are juſtified when really and actually righteous, or partakers 
of the Righteouſneſs of Faith in Chriſt, wherein they are obedi- 
ent to the Word or Spirit of God in their hearts, to which the 
righteouſneſi of Faich requires obedience ; and we further affirm, 
charit is a falſe imputation to reckon men righteous or juſt; whilſt 
they are really or perſonally unrighteous and unjuſt; for the Faith 
that was reckoned to Abrabam, and by which the Believers are ju- 
fified, is a Living Faith, that purifieth the heart, and that is ac- 
companied with thoſe works of obedience, which anſwer the Law 
of Faith in thg heart, n War þ 54 1 

Moreover, to theſe Queſtions before S. S. added three more: 
a8 in the firſt place, Wherher the. Soripewres art not to be dur Rule of 
Life ? to which we uffirmed, Not the Writings, but the thing 
written of, to wit, the ſame that was the Saints Rule in all Ages, 

or 
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or the Spirit and Light of Chriſt within which gave forth the Scrip- 
tures, and brings to the right underſtanding, true uſe and fulfillio 
of them, and without which Light people cannot truly underſtan 
them. 

Then S. S. added, for the two laſt Queries, (viz.) Whether 
Baptiſm with water be an Ordinance of Chrift ? which he affirmed, 
though he durſt not tell us whether Babes or Believers were to be 
the Subjects of it? or whether he were a true adminiſtrator of it? 
for when G. W. in a Letter would have put him to prove his call 
to the Miniſtry ; and whether he own'd immediate Revelation in 
theſe dayes ? he muſt have Georgeto prove his call firlt ; thus he 
ſhuffled, | 

And then his laſt Queſtion was, Whether the Lords Supper be not an 
Ordinance of Chriſt, binding 9? this Queſtion we got not to, to dif- 
cuſs, nor did be explain what he meant by the Lords Supper: how- 
beit, be bath told G. W. ina paper, That this Light within doth not 
diftate that Baptiſm by water is Gods Will, nor that we ought to cele» 
brate the Lords Supper, &c, So that you the Hearers and Followers 
of this S. S. may take notice, that if he does celebrate (as he 
Popitbly ſaith) and delivers to you. Bread and Wine, and tell you 
it is the Lords Supper, he is not led to it by the dictates of the 
Light within, which he bath confeſt to be the Light of the Spirit of 
God; and therefore we may conclude bis pretended Celebration 
and Ordinance not binding to us, becauſe the Light of the Spirit of 
God does not enjoyn us to it; for we muſt worſhip in the newneſs 
of the Spirit, and we know the Spirit of Truth leads into alt 
Truth; ſo that what is of Truth the Light dictates to ns, and 
therefore we mult not follow Prieſt S. S. bis darkneſs for our 
Dictator or Guide. 

Secondly, If ſprinkling Infants be a part of his Trade in houſes 
and corners, you may underſtand that the Ligbt of the Spirit 
of God doth not dictate it unto him, and therefore you will 
be exceeding , blind and dark, if you give your felves to be 
bound to ſubmit to his darkneſs, or to any of his impoſitions, 
which are neither Scripturs] nor Spiritual, therefore we caution 

ou not to follow ſuch dark and blind Guides, not to turn your 
cks upon the Light of Chriſt within, leſt be ſhut up under 
the chains of theſe Prieſts darkneſs and ignorance , who bave 
per- 
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perverted and deceived you, ane while endeavouring to keep you 
from the Light within, another while pretending 20 — 22 
God's Teaching, as this 5. S. bach done, where in his papers 
he ſaith, The whole Congregation fland in need of Gods trach- 
ing, and the Lord Gad of Heaven lead 18 into all truth; thus projeth 
Gant he) your truly well-wiſher in tbe Lord S. Scandret. But, we 
Pray you, — ſhould you know and receive Gods teachings or 
leading into all Truth, if not by bis Light within? Are you like 
to receive his teachings in the darkneſs? or by tarning your 
backs on the Light? whereas if God be your Teacher, you muſt 
know and own bis Law io your hearts, and his Spirit in your in- 
ward parts, as he bath promiſed, and not follow Hypocrites, that 
one uhile pray to God to teach you, another while jay, Tes weſt 
turm your backs on bis Light within, «a ſufficient, whereas the 
Light of the Spirit of God is to be the only Teacher, and is 
both true, infallible, and a perſect Guide to all them that obey and 
follow it 3 therefore reject it not, as you tender your own eternal 
beppine(s, and deſire to be delivered from under the power of Dark»

» Scandret affirmed, That the Scriptures are the ſole nnjver ſal and 
moſt certain Rule of Life, move full then any other to a, and 
that they moſt ſmily diſcover and reveal the Mind and Will of God, 
which cannot be known bus by the Scriptawes; therefore we art diyefted 
to ſearch them: and if it be certain that the Icriptures come from 
God, as none dare deny, then am I not ſo certain, if any thing elſe be 
diftated tome (laid he): 

Anſwer. Although we own the Scriptures of Truth in their place, 
yet they are not to be ſet up above that Spirit char gave them 
forth, as here our Oppoſer hath done 3 for it is the Spirit of 
Truch that leads into all truth, that reveals the Mind and Will 
of God, and ic is the Inſpiration of the Almighbry that giveth un- 

ing, without which men are ignorant of the Scriptures 3 
and hoꝝ comes this man to be ſo certain of the Scriprares, whilſt bis 
certainty depends not _ the Spirit's guidance? and whenee hath 
he bis certajoty , whilit- he bath' excluded: the immediate teac h- 
iugs and guidance of the Spirit of Truth, which ſearchiech aff 
things, even the deep things of God ? is be not among them that 
ſearched the Scriptures to find Eternal Life in them, but would 
not come to Chriſt that they might have Liſe ? beſides, he doth 
not rely 15 the Spirit of Truth for certaimty, both as che moſt” 
abſolute Rule and Leader; we have little cauſe ro believe His ſpirit, - 
bis faith and perſwaſion being implicite and dark ; and how wilſ he 
convince them meerly by the Scriptures, who- queſtion them, or 
the Tranſlation of them, ſeeing his Brother h. Danſes bath: 
confeſſed, that it is bur petits prinai ii, 4 begging of the Bueftion; 1 
bring a Teftimony of Scripture concerning it ſeifi for their convitHion- 
that queſtion its Authority whereby ke hach apparently — their 
Foun- 
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Foundation; but if che Scriptures be the only moſt certain univer- 
ſal Rule, asS, S. affi:ms, then it ſeems the courſe he'll cake to con- 
vince Papiſts, Jews and Turks, who queſtion, or oppoſe much of 
the Scriptures, is by the Scriptares th2mſelves ; and herein he ſtill 
comes under bis Brother Tho. Danſon's cenſure of begging the que- 
ſtion, and impoſing upon bis Oppoſers : But how manifeſtly did 
this S. S. contradict himſelf, when he confeſſed, that the Light of 
the Spirit of God within was more wniverſal then the Scripturer, in 
that many have it, who have not Scripture, and to ſuch the Light 
withis might through the bleſſing of God be ſaving ? as allo, if be 
and his Brethren did really own the Scriptures to be the ſole, and 
moſt certain, and full Rule of Life, what needed they have Aſſem- 
blies in Scotland and England to make thech a Directory, Confeſſion 
of Faith, Catechiſms and Covenant, if the Scriptures were ſo full 
and of ſach eſteem with them as they pretend? 

S. S. Paul by the Light within did, and thought be might do many 
things contrary to the Name of Jeſus, and ſo was miſled and miſtaken 
by following the Light within, &c. 

Anſw. This is 2 groſs miſtake, it was not by following the Lighe 
wichin, but by following bis own thoughts and darkneſs that he 
was miſtaken, wherein he was zealous for Traditions more then 
for Light or Spirit wichin; ſo that here our Oppoſer bath done no 
leſs then put Darkneſs for Light; and what, and where were the 
pricks that it was bard for him to kick againſt ? were they not from 
the Light within? 4 
S. S. What is dift ated to me within may come from the Darkmeſs, 
and 1 talg it for Light , but what comes from Scripture 1 
aw certain is from the Spirit of God, there is u darigeſs in the Scrip- 
tere ; it is true the Spirit of God is @ Spirit of Truth, but in 4s 
much 4s within u there is Darkneſs as well 5 Light, we are not able 
to diſcern the one from the other without the Scriptures, as Paul was 
object to miſtake by following the Light within. 

- Anſw. Here he hath ſufficiently manifeſted himſelf to be one that 
underſtands not the dictates of the Light from Darkneſs, as one 
yet in the blindneſs of his mind, and in the Darkneſs that com- 

drehende not the Light ; and Paal when he was miſtaken, and 
thought be might a& contrary to Jeſus, was in the unconverted 
ſtate, as ic plainly appears this Prieſt S. S. is, who diſcerns not 

; between 
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between Light and Darkneſs z and what ſignifies his faying, there 
is no darkneſs in the Scriptures; is he any whit the nearer: the 
underſtanding of them, whilſt be is ſo full of Datknaſa in hicafelf, 
that be diſcerns not the Light from it, tbe God of the World ha- 
ving blinded his mind? And did not Paw! when be was Sami, anda 
Perſecutor own the Scriptures of Moſes and the Prophets as bis 
Rule, and yet aRed contrary, as one out of the Light, when he 
perſecuted? but yet when he was turned to the Light and Law of 
God within, then be ſaw himſelf and fin to be exceeding finfull g 
and it was the Law of the Spirit of Life in Chriſt, that was inward 
and ſpiritual, that made him free, and this was bis Rule in the 
converted (tate, when be was come to ſerve the Lord, not in the 
oldaeſs of the Letter, but in the newneis of the Spirit : But again, 
how did this S. S. contradict himſelf in granting, that the Spirit 
was to give the nnderſtanding of Scripture, and did à certainly 
reveal the Mind and will of God as the Scriptures ? but then again in 
contradiction to himſelf, aſſerted, that the Spirit of Gad muſt be 
tried by the Seriptares, whereby be ſtill hath aſcribed the Supremacy 
to the Scriptures, and not the Spirit; abſurdly — 
eſſect before the cauſe, as if the Spirit of God were not ſufficient 
to maniſeſt it ſelf to them that believe init, and yet be ſuſſicient to 
lead into all Truth: what groſs ignorance, and apparent contra« 
diction is this our Oppoſer involved in? certainly tbe Spiris! of 
Truth is all- ſufficient, and muſt have the preſerment among all 
that are ſpiricually minded: And ſeeing it was granted by S. S. 
T hat where the Scriptures did not come, the Light within was tobe 
their Rule, and the Spirit of God liſtned wnro, and _ (but the 
Scriptures muſt be our only Rule w bo haue them, &. Upon this we 
query, whether yet be will own the Spirit or Light wichin to be 
greater, and preferr'd before Scripture ? as doubtleſs theSpiritof 
ruth that gave them forth / is the greater; and then we ask, if

Reply, The ſame he might as well object againſt the Spirit of 
Sod, as againſt the Light of it, which be hath conſeſt to before , 
fot many had the good Spirit given to them who rebelled againſt 
God, and grieved his holy Spirit; therefore their hearts were not 
truly changed by it, becauſe of their Rebellion; and they that 
rebel againſt the Light know not ics ways, becauſe they abide not 
in its Paths, Fob24.

The Light of the Spirit of Got is infallibly true, and 
cannot miſguide any, neither is it proper or true to call this 
darkneſs, for the Light in every man is confeſſed to be the 
Light of the Spirit of 3 however, 8. S. and ſuch Blind-Guides, 
to their own confuſion, may = lighe for darkneſs, and darkneſs 
for Light, as fuch whoſe minds and eyes are evil do; and it was 
fuch that Chriſt ſpoke of, who, if they put dat xneſs for light, then, 
how great was their darkneſs; for, to be ſure, no light in ic ſelf, or 
in its own being, can properly be called darkneſs.

Here be bath ſpoken both like a Stranger from God and Juſt 
men, and hath taken Sathan's part in pleading for bis work, which 
is Sin, denying the end of Chriſt's coming and manifeſtation, and 
the work and effeRt of the true Miniſtry, which was given for the 
PerfeRing of the Saints, Epbeſ. 4 And Chriſt was manifeſt to 
defiroy the work of the Devil, which was Sin, and he that abideth 
in him ſinnech not, ſee 1 oha 3. and when, and where are Belie- 
vers perfeftly freed or clenſed from fin in the liſe to come ? is not 
this like the Pope's Doòtrine for a Pwrgatory ? but how long it 
is between death and this time of 'clenſing ? or whether the Saints 
deceaſed are yet clenſed, yea or nay? and the place where S. S.

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Upon Pſalm 119. 1, 2, 3. S. Scandret gave bis meaning thus, 
Tuer do no iniquity, thet is, ſo far 4s they art regenerated, c. 

To this we ſay, This is bis corruption and perverſion put upon 
plain Scripture, his meaning implying only thus much; They do 
no iniquity, that is, fo far as they do no iniquity; and fo accor- 
ding to bis meaning, the words are to be read thus, Bleſſed 
are the andefiled in the way, ſo fur as they are undefiled in the 
way z and bleſſed are they that keep his Teſtimonies, ſo far as they 
keep them, &c. whereas the words are plain and poſitive, without 
any ſuch exception, Bleſſed are. the undefiled in the way, who walk 
in the Law of the Lord, &c. as his inſtance of Paul in Row. 7. 17. 
be ſhould alſo as well have inſtanced Paul's deliverance, and being 
made free by the Law of the Spirit of Life in Chriſt Jeſus from the 
Law of ſin and death, and his being made more then a Conqueror.

And let the wicked forſake his way, and the un 
righteous man his thoughts, and let him return unto the Lord, and 
he will have mercy upon him, &c. I/. 55. 7. and it was the rebel- 
lious that walked after their own thoughts, 2 65. 2. And, oh 
Jeruſalem, waſh thine heart from wickedneſs, that thou mayſt be 
ſaved; bow long ſhall thy vain thoughts lodge within thee ? Jer. 4- 
14. So that it is evident victory over them is attainable. Firſt, 
becauſe a forſaking of them is required.

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bim, &c? Now, [mark] here Satan did more confeſs to the truth 
that God ſaid of 7%, then theſe Prieſts do who plead for ſin 
and imperſection term of life ; ſo that they are more ignorant and 
blind then Satan, they ſhew themſelves to be his Agents, in plead- 
ing for his work, who notwithſtanding fought to make ob curſe 
God, and ſo to decline from his perfection. lu that of Fob g. 20, 21. 
If I juſtifie my,ſelf my mouth ſhall condemn me, though I were 
perfect, yet would 1 not know my Soul, &cc. Self- Juſtification 
we do not own, but yet Perſection is attainable, ſee Pe 23. 
10, 11. But be knoweth the way that I tag, when be bath tried 
me, 1 ſhall come forth as Geld; my Foot hath held bis _ bis Way 
bave I kept, and not declined.

Reply, There is a time of purging, and a time of being purged in 
this life ; He hath waſhed us from our fins in bis own Blood, &c. 
and becauſe every Branch in Chriſt, is of the Heavenly Father's 
purging, therefore it muſt be perſectiy purged and fitted to bring 
forth much fruit; for God's work is perfect, it is not an imper- 
ſect work of mans; and we ask, whether every Branch that brings 
eth forth fruit in the Vine, be not of the nature of the Vine in 
which it grows, and hath irs vertue?

Firit, it is a true confeffion, thut 4 juſtified ſtate is ſan- 
ctified, and therefore men are not juftified, nor made righteous 
while unſanctified 3 arid this confures much of theſe mens Do- 
ctrine for an impured Juſtification of men in their fins, Secondly, 
the Righteouſneſs which juſtifies, renders true Believers bo:h Righ- 
reous, Juit and accepted of God, is the Righteouſneſs of Faith, ir 
is ſpiritual inwardly, and ſpiritually received in the obedience of 
the Spirit of Holineſs, of Faith and Power of God; it is an ever- 
laſting Righteouſneſs, not of ſelf, nor yet imperfect, nor yet an 
imagination of an impuration to men in fin, but it is inwardly 
revealed in ſuch in whom the Image of God is renewed, and not 
in them who are in old Adam in the tall.
